Practice 
the presence of God and speak 
to him under stress and strain 
atevery point, whenever you 
feel you are burdened or in 
need.

Seek, and Ye Shall Find 
We have a parable in the Bible 
of a woman losing a piece of 
silver. It is said that she sought 
diligently. Why did she seek so 
diligently? She was determined 
to find the lost coin, and when 
she found it, she called her 
friends and neighbors to re- 
joice with her because she had 
found the coin. Why was she 
able to find the coin? Because 
of her seeking so diligently. If 
she had been careless, indiffer- 
ent and negiectful, she doubt- 
less would never have found the 
coin. This should bean _ ex- 
ample to us when seeking the 
Lord in prayer for any special 
favor. Jeremiah said, ‘The 
Lord is good to the soul that 
seeketh him.” David said, “I 
sought the Lord and he heard 
me, and delivered me from all 
my fears.” He said this to im- 
press upon our minds that the 
Lord will do the same for us_ if 
we will seek Him as earnestly 
and faithfully as he. Do you fear 
at times that you might be 
overcome with a temptation? If 
so, seek the Lord. Do you fear 
that your sickness might be un- 
to death? If so, seek the Lord, 
Do you fear that Satan is going 
to hinder us having a revival? 
Seek the Lord. Do you fear Sa- 
tan through human agency is 
going to overthrow the Church 
of God?

Do you 
fear that because of reverses 
financially, you are likely to 
starve to death? Ifso, seek the 
Lord.

You will never receive from Him 
the desire of your heart if you 
seek in a half hearted way. 
Knocking At the Beor of Mercy 
KNOCK, AND IT SHALL BE 
OPENED UNTO YOU. Did you 
ever go to the door of a neigh- 
bor and knock, hoping very 
much to see the occupant, but 
found that they were slow open- 
ing the door? Would you turn 
away after the first knocking? 
No, you would persistently 
knock, and you would bring 
them to the door if they were at 
home. Likewise should we 
knock at the door of Heaven and 
continue to knock until the 
Lord gives heed to our knocking. 
Sometimes children play with 
members of the household. 
They knock atthe door, then 
run away, then when the party 
would come to the door there 
was no one there. That is the 
way some people do the Lord. 
They become very anxious to 
get in touch with the Lord. They 
will knock vigorously for a little 
while, and if the Lord doesn’t 
come at once to answer the call, 
they will run away. Ina case of 
sickness they often run for the 
physician. They say, “I prayed 
(knocked) and the Lord did not 
come to my relief and I ran for 
aid otherwise.” You didn’t knock 
persistently with a firm inten- 
tion of making the Lord hear. 
We must come to the Father in 
Jesus’ name, and by this and 
the other requirements He _ will 
hear us. 
O thou, by whom we come to 
God, 
The Life, the ‘Truth, the Way, 
The path of prayer thyself hast 





trod: 
Lord, teach us how to pray!— 
James Montgomery. 
In asking, seeking or knock- 
ing we are to do it in line with 
the will of God. A good parent 
would not give his child any- 
thing that would harm it. He 
would not give to the little one 
a package that contained poi- 
son, though the package is 
beautiful and very attractive he 
would not think of giving it to 
his child. He would not give it a 
razor to play with, neither 
would he give toit a rattle- 
snake. He would not do this, 
because of his love for his child, 
and his knowledge of the dan- 
ger that these would be to the 
child. Also, neither does the 
heavenly Father give to us any- 
thing that in His infinite wisdom 
He knows would not be best 
for us to have, but anything 
that we ask for, believing that 
we shall receive, and if it is in 
harmony with His will, we are 
certain to receive it of Him.
